Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Regarding applicant's argument of Claim 10 on pg. 4, 3 rd paragraph, the applicant's argument relies on a feature that is not cited in the 
claim. 

Regarding applicant's argument of claim 1 o pg. 2, section I, 2 nd paragraph, Alanara discloses a system that allows a user to send 
request messages using the service applications of the terminal to various service providers that proivde responses to the user according 
to the request messages (see abstract; col. 10, lines 11-30; Fig. 7) (see Final action). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 );
